Roughly speaking, ere are 
three different methods of trav- 
eling. First is the sightseeing type 
of traveler. He wants to see what 
the State Capitol looks like, and 
he is thrilled to inspect some old 
rock on which some famous sol- 
dier or other has been standing 
during the Civil War. Then, sec- 
ond, there is the picture postcard 
sender. He continues, to all intents 
and purposes, the type of life he 
leads at home and he gets some 
real satisfaction out of the fact 
that he can eat his hamburger in 
Atlanta rather than in his native 
Brooklyn, provided he can inform 
by way of picture postcards, all 
his family and friends that he is a 
kind of modern Gulliver. 

Last, there is the type of trav- 
eler who wants to know something 
of the people and the conditions 
of the various parts he is visiting. 
This latter has been our aim. To 
achieve it has certainly not proved 
easy. How can one find out what 
such a vague collective phrase as 
“The People of Atlanta” are think- 
ing? Has not the last Presidential 
election proved that it is almost 
impossible to analyze public opin- 
ion?, Are we 17-year-old students, 
on our first political study tour, 
going to be more “galluper” than 
Dr. Gallup himself? Anyhow, we 
were fully aware of the dangers 
and risks of our self-imposed talk, 
but nevertheless we were decided 
to find out as much as we could. 
This is how we proceeded. 

During several hours each day 
we split up individually, we dis- 
persed in various quarters of the 
town ond w@ just tal’.ed to strang- 
ers.

Many people told 
us; “We have no racial problem 
here,” and by this statement they 
certainly did not try to deny the 
existence of some highly unsatis- 
factory conditions; they merely 
tried to indicate that there was 
nothing they would not and could 
not solve themselves. by a healthy 
and continuous process of evolu- 
tion from within rather than by 
a noisy and destructive process of 
revolution from without. 

The arguments and the sincerity 
of these people impressed us 
greatly. They all seemed interest- 
ed not only in their own problems, 
but in those of others—black or 
white. A living spirit of civic re- 
sponsibility was, through many, 
perhaps, the most outstanding 
characteristic. One thing was note- 
worthy, more perhaps so _ than 
others: even the most “liberal” 
person we spoke to was markedly 
against any social equality be- 
tween the races. By this the white 
people of Atlanta to whom we 
spoke did not see mto mean a ra- 
cial superiority, a destructive race- 
mania of the Nazi type. They not 
only merely respected the colored 
race, but wanted it to develop to 
the fullest extent possible. But 
they seemed wholeheartedly to be- 
lieve that it would be better and 
more practicable if socially and 
culturally both races, in their own! 
interest, continued to develop on! 
their own lines—with the same) 
freedom, and the same respect for 
each other as any other race. To 
cal! people who maintained such 
views “Racialists” or even ‘Nazis” 
seemed to us utter nonsense. There 
was nothing destructive but mere- 
ly constructive in their approach. 
There was no element of persecu- 
tion but merely human feelings of 
understanding and development in 
their thoughts. 

Amongst the Negro population 
we were unable to trace any real 
element of agreement. What sur- 
prised us most, perhaps, was the 
fact that so many colored people 
seemed not really interested in 
the whole question of civil rights 
and their own status. Only one 
young lady—the daughter of a 
professor at Atlanta University— 
gave us a grim picture of her suf- 
ferings, her misery and her de- 
spair. Many others either be- 
trayed no marked interest, and 
the whole problem certainly did 
not seem to overshadow their 
whole lives. Quite a few felt, 
somewhat naturally, that econom- 
ic and educational equality must 
be achieved one way or other, 
and that pretty soon. But—and 
this was our second great surprise 
—most of them not only did not 
seem to mind segregation, but 
they thought that it would be bet- 
ter for all. concerned to main- 
tain it. . 

Perhaps we ought to mention, 
in order to be complete, one dif.

That tag for it is gaining circu- 
lation among economists who 
think the big factor in the down- 
turn, affecting everything from 
prices to employment, has been 
business’ efforts to avoid adding 
to inventories—in fact, to cut 
them down. 

Upturns already are appearing 
in lines where old stocks have 
been so nearly used up that buy- 
ing to rebuild inventory has be 
come necessary, the economists 
say. They cite a revival of de 
mand (and rise in prices) of lead 
and copper as an example. 

A widely held view is that 
these and perhaps a number of 
other business lines already have 
hit their low point for the pres- 
ent economic cycle and are on the 
way up while others—including 
such important items as steel and 
autos—still have rougher times 
ahead.

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That Special Tax Session--Why? 


Georgia is to have a special session of 
the Legislature to raise taxes. The not-yet- 
fixed plan is to raise existing taxes. They 
will be new taxes, however much that fact 
be covered with words. A new tax is a 
new tax. 

_ We are disturbed about it because the 
people voted just a few weeks ago that 
they wanted a thorough investigation into 
the tax situation before new taxes were 
added. 

What are some of these new tax—or 
extra tax—proposals? 

The highest gas tax in the Union is 
Louisiana’s. It is nine cents. It was pro- 
posed to make Georgia’s next to the high- 
est—eight cents. It now is planned to 
make it seven and tie for second place. 
Alabama, Mississippi and Virginia have a 
six-cent tax. Other States go as low as 

- three cents. On the Texas border Louisi- 
ana filling stations are closing while 
Texas stations—tax four cents—boom. 
Georgia filling station owners on the Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, South Carolina and Flor- 
ida borders would suffer. 

The average gas tax in the nation is 
4.8 cents. Thirty-five states have a lower 
tax than Georgia’s present levy. 

Georgia’s alcohol tax already is the 
highest in the nation. This could be raised 
by executive order, and likely will be. 

Georgia's cigarette tax is three cents 
and it is proposed to increase it to five. 
Georgia pays wholesalers more for affix- 
ing the stamps than any other State. 

Friday the Georgia Tax Assessors As- 
sociation urged enforcement of tax laws 
rather than additions. They pointed out 
that some county commissioners force low 
taxes for friends. They urged not elimi- 
nation of homestead exemptions, but cor- 
rect valuation of property. There isn’t 
much doubt about it—local county politi- 

‘cians, and the State, too often are guilty 
-of not enforcing the tax laws. ; 
The tax revision committee has uncov- 
,ered many loopholes. 
Gasoline is bootlegged into the State. 
The exemption for tractors allows

farmers who wish to use the gasoline in 
their trucks and cars. Rare indeed is the 
farmer who goes to the filling station to 
buy taxed gas for his car and truck. A few 
even sell gasoline to neighbors or friends 
in need of a few gallons of tax-free gas at 
low rates. 

Obviously thousands of Georgians are 
not bothering to file income taxes, much 
less pay them. Many are not making prop- 
erty returns on cars. 

A few weeks ago it was announced that 
approximately 15,000 persons were illegal- 
ly on the old-age pension roils. Now we 
are told 15,000 will have to be taken off 
unless more money is raised. 

These are but a few revelations of loop- 
holes. 

What has happened, of course, is that 
county politicians have come flocking to 
the Capitol to see the Governor, saving 
they will be defeated if “something isn’t 
done.” They are afraid that if some 
schools are closed because counties don’t 
collect their own taxes, but look to the 
State; and if some who are taken off pen- 
sion rolls because they are illegally on 
them, there will be votes lost in their 
counties. We fully appreciate the dilemma 
of the Governor, who must hold intact his 
organization. 

But, the Legislature can help him by 
refusing to be stampeded. 

The nation is in the midst of a business 
readjustment from the war period. There 
will be a continued sliding down of bs; 
ness for some months to come before the 

adjustment is completed. 
. We do not believe new, or, if you pre- 


fer, additional taxes should be added in a 
political panic, just to take pressure off 
county politicians. We should wait until 
we have firiished the current investiga- 
tions and a completely revised tax program 
can be presented to the Legislature. 


Nevertheless, we are not crusading 
Political pres- 


sion is inevitable, though, in our opinion, 
most unwise at this time.

’ Purchasing Agent’s office. You spent much 
time seeking State business for this firm, 
which, as you say, is owned by your brother. 


When I quoted reports that Dr. Sam Ander- 
son was fired on your orders because he refused 
fo buy from you, you wrote that the only two 
Sales which -you, personally, have made to the 
hospital were made to Dr. Anderson. If you 
Say this, I withdraw the statement that Anderson 
made no purchases from you. But the fact re- 
mains that you, through your once powerful po- 
ditical influence at the hospital and State Capi- 
“tol, had the doctor fired. Sales by Kidd & Wooten 
eto the patients’ commissary have been going on

About Screen Stars 


How many of you have read, or can recall, 
that grand novel about ancient Rome called “Ben 
Hur’? With the thrilling description of the 
chariot race in the arena. 
Arabian horses, defeated his rival, the villain of the story, and 
thereby brought about the happy ending to the romance. 


Not so long after the turn of the century, when the living stage | 


was the important factor in entertainment in every town big 
enough to boast a hall with a stage and sufficient seats to accom- 
modate an audience of profitable numbers, there was a great stage 
show made from the book “Ben Hur.” The big scene in the play 
was the chariot race. They achieved this with a moving platform 
on the stage, operated on the treadmill principle, big enough that 
two teams of racing horses would run at tull speed yet remain 
stationary, before the full view of the audience. And, believe me 
or not as you please, that, | believe, provided a thrill never sur- 
passed on stage or screen since. 

“Ben Hur” toured the country tor years. I saw it 
last time at the old Atlanta Theater, which was then the new Atlanta 
Theater, by the Hurt Building. 

There was a young, athletic actor who played the role of the 
hero, Ben Hur. A handsome guy and he had to be athletic to drive 
those galloping horses on the giant treadmill. His name was Wil- 
liam S. Hart. 

Later, when the movies became important, that same William 
S. Hart became the finest player of cowboy roles the screen has 
ever produced. That, of course, was when the screen was silent. 
But I still claim that never, since Bill Hart, has there been a hero 
of the Wild West “horse operas” to equal, let alone surpass, his 
work.

Chile Faces the Crisis 


SANTIAGO—Despite the fact that the recent 732 cents a pound drop in the 
price of copper has already cost more than a billion pesos in government revenues, 
Chile’s President Gonzales Videla is very optimistic that a solution will be found 


to the worsening crisis. 


recognized as the most pro-U. S. and anti-Com- 
munist government in all of South America. 

“Word from Washington is reassuring,” he de- 
clares. “Don Alberto Baltra, Chilean Minister 
of Economy and Finance who is in Washington 
for a series of conferences with President Truman 
and the State Department, has been given every 
consideration and aid by the U. S. officials.” 

“I am particularly gratified,” the President 


| adds, “That President Truman obviously is well 


informed as to Chile’s economic problems and ap- 


preciates its foreign policy.” 


(Chile last year passed the so-called “Law in 
Defense of Democracy,” outlawing Communism 
and broke off diplomatic relations with Russia, 
Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. ) 


“In spite of what Communists have said 
about Chile being a puppet of the United States, 
our policy has been an independent and spon- 
taneous one, directed solely toward the preser- 
vation of democracy in our own country,” the 
President says, “Nevertheless, it is good to 
know that the United States is not unaware of 
Chile’s continuing efforts in behalf of our com- 
mon ideals.” 


Not many Chileans share their President’s op- 
timism. The half-cent by half-cent decline in the 
price of copper in recent weeks—from a postwar 
high of 23% cents to 16 cents and few buyers 
today—has brought near. panic to Chilean finan- 
cial circles. Well does every Chilean know that 
each one-cent drop in the price of copper means 
$5,000,000 less in Government revenues. And well 
does he realize that, of all the dollars Chile an- 
nually spends for essential imports, over a third 
are provided directly by copper.

Chile’s whole economy, as well as its Gov- 
ernment, operates on copper. Not only are 
half of all copper profits paid the Federal 
treasury in lieu of taxes, but the copper com- 
panies buy pesos from the Government—with 
dollars—to pay their operation expenses at a 
rate of 19.37 pesos to the dollar. The Govern- 
ment, in turn, allocates these dollars to im- 
porters at rates of 31 or 43 pesos to the dollar, 
thus realizing a nice additional profit as well 
as channeling available dollar exchange to es- 
sential imports. 


Thus, the fall in the price of copper, plus the 
threat of the re-imposition of a two-cent-a-pound 
import duty to protect United States mines, has 
monopolized the headlines and editorial columns 
of the Chilean press for the past few weeks. The 
present national budget, an all-time high of nearly 
fourteen billion pesos, is based on the anticipated 
saie of maximum copper production at 23% cents 
a pound, With copper already selling for 16 cents 
—and with production already down 30 percent— 
the Government is scrambling about in an effort 
to find new revenue to make up for the loss. 
Moreover, instead of being able to economize and 
reduce expenditures, it must now consider a 
sizable public works program to provide employ- 
ment for the 23,000 copper workers who, unless 
the President’s optimism is justified, will shortly 
be laid off. 


Chile has made tremendous progress toward 
industrial diversification in recent years. But 
Chile is still essentially a one-industry economy. 
The present crisis in copper is proof enough of 
that.

The Real Forgotten Woman 


There are organizations for almost everything in America, from the Society 
for Retired Crossing Watchmen to the Association of Former Pipe Organ 
Pumpers, but a long personal investigation has proved that the working mother 


is the forgotten woman. 


In all seriousness, if I were a Congressman in quest of 


eieg e immortality, I would look upon her state and try to link up some coalition in 
Washington dedicated to lifting a few of the burdens from the shoulders of the poor creatures who 
cut in, once a year, on a general Mother’s Day event and are ignored the rest of the 364 days. 


Take the income tax as the first injustice. 

When a widowed mother looks about her for 
a job to support her young, the first thing she 
must do is find someone to keep an’ eye on them 
and feed them and wash their faces and their 
hands while she goes out for gainful employment. 


If a maid, who costs almost as much these 
days as the average white collar worker can 
make, is out of the question, she must look 
for a sitter, who will come in at a rate by 
the hour, or a kind neighbor who will include 
the strayling in her little brood. All this 
costs money. The best alternative is probably 
the nursery for little ones, but they are very 
scarce in all communities, always over- 
crowded, and do not undertake to oversee the 
energies of those past the cuddling age any- 
way. 


Yet none of this may be deducted from an 
income tax as a “business cost.” The working 
widow, charged with keeping a home together, 
may deduct the usual “head of the family” 
allowance, but the overwhelming expense of 
child care is an item that concerns no one aft all, 
but her. 


Now this is a patent unfairness, because it is 
well known that a businessman may deduct the 
cost of operating his business, a professional per- 
son may deduct the expense of his secretary, and 
other overhead for doing business, and a traveling 
salesman may deduct the cost of his automobile, 
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his traveling expenses, and other vague and 
wondrous allowances known as “entertainment.” 


This, I am told hy officials of the Internal 
Revenue Department here, sometimes reaches 
astonishing totals and doesn’t always get past the 
eagle eyes of the checkers. 
of it does. It’s a law. 


Let us admit that the working mother 
makes a very moderate salary in the first 
place ... an average, perhaps of less than 
$200 a month. When she has paid rent, food, 
utilities, insurance, medical care, transporta- 
tion, and the dozens of other items that chisel 
away at every family’s budget, she still must 
pay a giant-size fee to a substitute house- 
keeper. 


It is easy to shrug off this situation and say | 


it would be a good thing indeed for society if 
there were no working mothers, and in some 


cases, I would agree with that simple solution, | 


as would most laboring housewives. 


But have we yet evolved to the point of | 
providing public | 
funds to shelter families who have no income, | 
or even in many cases, who can not make ends | 


cradle-to-the-grave protection, 


meet on the meager income of the male parent? 


As far as support is concerned, the Aid to 
Dependent Children allowance is a travesty, as 


every public welfare official has long admitted. | 
It is a small finger in a dyke, but it does not even | 
pretend to be adequate to meet every-day mini- | 


mum standards of health and shelter. 


Any mother, leaning on the ADC pittance, is 
driven to outside employment by the sheer need 
of her children. Yet, many of the youngsters 
thus fed and clothed, become public nuisances 
because there is not enough left in the working 
— paycheck to pay for a supervisor for 
them. 


All this is, of course, a welfare problem 
far beyond the small relief of income tax 
deductions, but, as I said, if I were a labor 
organization, I would think of the working 
mother, and lobby for her. If I were the 
president of women’s civic groups, looking 
for a project, or the heads of women’s busi- 
ness and professional associations, looking 
for a place to lend a strong helping hand, 
I would reach it out to her. 


And who in Congress would dare vote against 
relief in income tax to a mother trying to support 
her children or keep her family out of debt when 
16,356,000 women are at work in America, most 
of them out of necessity? 


You know, in some countries they think so 
well of the business of rearing children that they 
subsidize mothers for each baby. 


In America, the land of the emancipated 
woman, we penalize her every month she tries to 
nourish and develop her own to sturdy inde 
pendence. 

As I said, if I were a Congressman, this alone

“T almost didn’t want to come 
home, I was having so much 
fun,” a pig-tailed Brownie re- 
marked to her mother at the 
end of a particularly exciting 
day at the Fernbank Forest day 
camp. 

What better proof could there 
be for the popularity of the “fun 
in town” day camping pro- 
grams? 

The Atlanta YMCA’s day 
camping program is the largest 
YMCA day camping program in 


the World, according to Jones. 
YMs in a number of cities, such 
as Chicago, New York and Los 
Angeles, don’t even have day 
camps, he reported. “But I’m 
getting letters every day from 
them wanting to know how to 
set up similar programs,” he 
said. 

The YM is operating 16 white 
and four Negro day camps here 
this Summer and expects to 
reach more than 2,500 different 
boys, six to 14 years of age, by 
the end of the season. 

“Day camping is not as ad- 


venturous as boarding camp, but 


because we use existing facili- 
ties, such as churches and 
schools and parks, we can give a 
child many of the same experi- 
ences on a very low cost basis,” 
Jones pointed out. 

He said the average cost to 
the boys was 75 cents a day. 

“The program is set up on the 
basis of a boy’s interest,” he 
said, *‘and includes crafts, rec- 
reation such as swimming, 
horseback riding, and games, 
Singing, story telling, and simi- 
lar activities.” 

“But most important, the boy 
learns to make friends and 
learns to live with other fellows 
in a democratic, Christian at- 
mosphere,” Jones asserted. Bible 
Bible stories are an essential 
part of the daily program.

In the great unfinished palace of deceased President 
Gomez of Venezuela, high in the Andean jungle, away 
from the people Gomez distrusted, Beebe has spent many 
months in the midst of the wild life he loves. 


When birds, insects and even 
beasts, wouldn’t come up his ter- 
race of their own accord, he 
fooled them into paying visits, or 
went after them in ingenious 
ways. He dug pits in which he 
could watch them on their eye 
level; he set out lures of honey, 
or a plain basin of water; he im- 
itated woodiand sounds; he 
turned on lights to attract night 
fliers there were -13,000 
moths one morning. 

The most unlikely subjects 
often prove the most interesting. 
Beebe finds drama and thrill in 
the smallest, clumsiest or most 
repugnant forms of life.

ALBERT | SCHW EITZER, who

Proud Trees May Conceal Hunger 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 
Shade trees belong to a proud race and, like proud 
people, they will not show their needs until it is some- 


times too late to help them. Therefore, they should be ob- 


served carefully to see that they are given plenty of food 


and water. 


the damage caused by a lack 
of sufficient water and food will 
show up a few months later, 
and very often this damage 
causes the death of the trees. 
Lack of care after ice storms 
has also caused many of our 
trees to die. 

There are two things that 
every home owner can do, 
without the aid of a professional 
tree man, and these are the 
proper feeding and watering of 
trees and the removal of dead 
limbs from the trees. 

The general rule of pruning is 
to use sharp pruning shears or a 
sharp saw, removing the injured 
or dead limbs close to the main 
limbs or trunk, and then paint- 
this scar with tree paint. 

All cavities should be cor- 
rected as they are very danger- 
ous to the life of a tree. All 
dead ag decayed wood should 
be removed from the tree and 
then the cavity should be filled 
with a material similar to con- 
crete. This is a job that should 
definitely be handled by an ex- 
pert tree man, for it is possible 
to injure as well as improve a 
tree. These cavities are ideal 
breeding places for insects and 
diseases and they will finally 
weaken the strength of a tree 
and will result in leaving only a 
hollow shell easily destroyed 
by high winds or ice. 

All of us should take a les- 
son from Mother Nature. She 
allows her trees to grow nat- 
urally in forests and woods 
with very little disturbance. 
They are never cultivated, and 
a good, rich mulch is on top of 
the soil. This mulch feeds the 
trees constantly and also holds 
moisture for them. Except in 
very rare cases, Nature allows 


very little other growth to be | 


fighting with the trees for the 
food that is in the soil. 

About the best method of 
feeding trees is by placing the 
fertilizer in small holes. Holes 


should be made by the use of a | 


crowbar on an earth auger 
about 18 inches deep. These 
holes should be made three to 
four feet apart. 

These holes should be located 
no closer to the trunk than six 


feet, except in the case of very | 
small trees, and they should ex- | 


tend out and beyond the edge 
of the branch spread. 

The effect of proper feeding 
of trees will be shown almost 
immediately. The foliage will 
be a deeper green and the size 


and volume of the foliage will | 


ke apparent. The development 


of healthy, vigorous trees tends | 
to check the ravages of insects | 
and there is less likelihood of

All too often we neglect our trees during 
drouths, as they appear to be all right at this time, but 


limbs breaking during storms. 

There are a number of com- 
mercial, complete plant foods 
that are recommended for the 
use of shade trees. Care should 
be taken in the selection of one 
of these, since a very slow-acting 
fertilizer will give the best re- 
sults for this particular purpose. 
It would be almost impossible 
to make a mistake in using too 
much bone meal for fertilizing 
Shade trees. 

To thoroughly water a shade 


tree is a very difficult task and 
should be undertaken only un- 
der unusual circumstances, such 


as very, very severe drouths and 
not just dry spells. The most 
satisfactory method of watering 
these trees would be to employ 
the crowbar method of making 
holes, as described before for 
fertilizers. 

It is a comparatively easy 
matter to keep trees in a healthy 
condition by systematic feeding 
and watering. It is certainly 
very much easier and very much 
simpler than waiting. until the 
trees°are almost dead and then 
taking very drastic measures. 
Very often, in these cases, it is 
necessary to call a tree surgeon 
for his advice and help. In case 
the tree is not lost, it has cer- 
tainly been a great expense.

EROME NAPOLEON BONAPARTE, great- 
grand-nephew of the French Emperor, didn’t 
concern himself too much with the fine type 

in the insurance policies he bought in 1930. 

He knew that his wife, Blanche, would re- 
ceive $25,000 if he died — and that if his death 
was caused by accident she would get an extra 
$25,000 under a “double indemnity” clause. 

The extra $25,000 was to be paid if his death 
resulted from “bodily injuries effected directly 
or independently of all other causes through 
external, violent and accidental means.” 

There were a few “ifs,” naturally. Double 
indemnity would not be paid if he committed 
suicide, if he died in war, in a submarine, or in 
an airplane. Nor would it be paid if his death 
resulted from “disease of any kind, directly or 
indirectly.” 

That seemed right enough to “Jerry” Bona- 
parte, Paris-born banker resident of New York 
City, and—until 15 years later—it seemed 
ample protection to Blanche. 

Then, on Nov. 3, 1945, “Jerry” Bonaparte 
suffered a fall. He was taken to his home in 
the Hotel Westbury with a bad gash on his 
head. Two days later he was moved to New 
York’s City Hospital, where he became increas- 
ingly lethargic, and died: November 10. 

The death certificate, signed by the Medical 
Examiner of the City of New York, gave chronic 
alcoholism, a head injury and accidental fall as 
causing his death. Blanche Bonaparte put ina 
claim with the Union Mutual Life Insurance Co,

for $50,000--$25,000 on the life insurance, and $25,000 because

refused to pay on the “double indemnity” clause, 

Jerry Bonaparte’s death, it said, was not caused solely by 
“external, violent and accidental means.” Instead, it claimed, a 
disease contributed to his death. 2 

That disease, the company said, was chronic alcoholism. 

For vears, the company insisted, an increasing body of med- 
ical opinion—led by such centers as the Laboratory of Applied 
Physiology at Yale University—had held chronic alcoholism to 
be a disease, with both medical and psychiatric aspects. 

If alcoholism were generally accepted as a disease, the 
company asked, why shouldn't it be considered as legally voiding 

nity provision: 
: Wreeache Bonaparte sued in the New York Supreme Court to 
force the company to pay. Medical records of City Hospital 
were produced; and by agreement between her and the company, 
an autopsy was performed on Bonaparte a year after his death. 

Through its lawyer, Henry C. Moses, the insurance company 
produced witnesses to show that Jerry Bonaparte had been a 
heavy drinker; and that more than once—even prior to the time 
he applied for his insurance—he had been treated for the liquor 
winds Bonaparte called Dr. Rubin A. Gerber of New York 
as an expert witness. He studied the hospital and autopsy 
records, and gave his opinion that Bonaparte died of a hemor- 
rhage, caused by. the fall. : 

Moses called his own doctors —including Milton Helpern, 
Deputy Chief Medical Examiner for New York City. Moses 
ee “Ts chronic alcoholism a disease ?”’ 

“Tt certainly is,”’ Dr. Helpern said. 

In response to another question, the doctor 
said, “I am concluding that the man died of the 
effects of chronic alcoholism primarily.” 


oS In addition, the insurance company contended 


that. because Bonaparte had concealed the fact 
that he had undergone treatment for the liquor 
habit before applying for the insurance, the 
double indemnity feature was void. Straight life 
insurance policies cannot be contested, even 
for fraud, after, periods ranging —in different 
states — from one to two years. But double in- 
cS demnity clauses have no such protection. They 
SS are always contestable by the company. 


In his charge to jury, the judge said that, 
if the jurors deci that Bonaparte’s death re- 
sulted, directly or indirectly, from a disease, they 
must uphold the company. If they decided that 
his death did not result from a disease; but 
that he was guilty of fraud in applying for his 
policies, they must also uphold the insurance 
firm. 

The jurors—by a vote of ten to two (a 
sufficient verdict in New York) — decided that 

ae | the insurance company was right, and that it 
ro didn’t have to pay the extra $25,000. Whether 
See they based their verdict on chronic alcoholism 
as a disease, or on the charges of fraud in Bona- 
parte’s application, the jurors didn’t say. 

However that may have been, the case 
pointed the way for a new—and important — 
interpretation of double indemnity clauses in 
insurance policies; and may have set the founda- 
tion for a series of legal precedents holding alco- 
holism to be a disease. 

Insurance men were. reluctant to say how 
far the principle might be carried. 

“I would think few companies would care 
to litigate on that defense,” said Bruce Shep- 
herd, of the Life Insurance Association of North 
America.

HEN Beatrice Joyce was a little 

girl living in Grand Rapids, 

Minn., there was no one she liked 
better than Dudley Kean. 

Beatrice—they called her BeeCee— 
was heiress to a great lumber fortune, 
Dudley was the son of a local country 
doctor. These differences in financial 
background, however, were of no im- 
portance to two growing youngsters. 

BeeCee and Dudley swam, fished and 
hunted together. They were almost never 
apart. They were the same age. 

It was a childhood friendship, how- 
ever, that was to be interrupted sud- 
denly. BeeCee moved away from Grand 
Rapids when her father, David Gage 
Joyce, died in 1937, leaving her a 
wealthy young lady of 14.

in wihning her divorce, contended that she was 
entitled to half a million from the Joyce estate— 
$250,000 under the pre-nuptial agreement and 
another $250,000 promised her from life insur- 
ance. However, she accepted a compromise 
settlement of $400,000 and the remainder of the 
estate, around $4,500,000, went to BeeCee in 
1944 as next of kin to the dead legatees, 

At that time BeeCee was living with her 
husband in San Diego, Calif., where he was sta- 
tioned after reaching the rank of lieutenant in 
the Navy. Her only comment on the financial 
windfall was: 

“I’m very unhappy about it.” 

Perhaps she had a premonition of the grief 
that was to follow. In 1946 BeeCee filed suit for 
divorce, charging Richardson dragged her about 
the apartment by the hair and beat and bruised 
her on other occasions. 

She won her case. 

About this time Dudley Kean was completing 
his medical course. 

BeeCee went to Hawaii for a rest. On the 
plane she sat next to Stephen Corbett, San 
Francisco exporter. 

They got acquainted: 

Corbett had been married to the former 
Pauline Montrose of Los Angeles less than a 
year before. 

They were expecting a baby. 

A: few months ‘after BeeCee returned from 
Hawaii, Mrs. Corbett’ sued her husband for 
$100,000, alleging that BeeCee had engaged in 
“connubial buccaneering” and “marital piracy” 
to scuttle her marriage.

In addition to these damages Mrs. Corbett 
asked for separate maintenance, half the com- 
munity property belonging to her and Corbett, 
maternity expenses, support of the child to be 
born soon, and court costs. 

“My husband told me,” Mrs. Corbett alleged, 
“that Mrs. Richardson (BeeCee) had shown him 
a new and glamorous way of life and that it was 
his intention to continue it.” — 

The suits, however, never came to trial. The 

Corbetts were reconciled and they were with- 
drawn. 
_ Some time after that Dudley Kean came 
into BeeCee’s life> He was an intern at Pas- 
savant Memorial Hospital in Chicago. Over the 
years the couple had met occasionally. Now, 
however, they saw more and more of each other 
and the camaraderie they had known in child- 
hood was revived. 

It soon flowered into love. In May, 1948, 
BeeCee and Dudley were married. . ; 

“When Dudley completes his internship in 

June his career will come first in our plans,” 
said BeeCee. 
_ However, after Dudley did complete his 
internship, months passed without his opening 
up an office or joining a hospital staff. The 
gossips shook their heads. 

Dudley was chucking his medical career for 
a life of ease as the husband of a millionairess, 
they said. The marriage wouldn’t last, they 
were sure. Was BeeCee following the path of 
her one-time aunt by marriage, the frequently- 
wedded Peggy Hopkins Joyce? 

Perhaps the answer to that question came a 
few months ago, when BeeCee and Dudley sailed 
from New York, bound for India. A vacation, 
no doubt, said the gossips. 

They were so wrong. . 

_ Dudley was embarking on a study of tropical 
diseases in the hospitals of India and planned to 
continue his survey in Siam on the way home. 
The outcome of his exploration would determine 
— he made this phase of medicine his life's 
work. 

Meanwhile, BeeCee engaged in a serious 
survey of the forests of India in the interests 
of the family lumber company from which her 
fortune is derived. 

Both were very happy. BeeCee’s_ bitter 
experiences were forgotten. It was Grand Rapids 
all over again, but now they were grown up, and 
the swimming, the fishing and the hunting were 
more fun than ever,

oe JUST fell in love with another woman 
while I still was in love with my wife,” 
the big, curly-haired cashier of a local coal 
company told the Memphis police. 

Ever since January 31, when he had taken 
his second bride without divorcing the first, 
David Prager, 29, had been a week-day husband 
in Tennessee and a week-end husband in Cali- 
fornia. 

It had been costiy, he admitted ruefully, to 
keep his secret and commute between Memphis, 
where he lived with Annie and their year-old 
son, and Los Angeles, where he had set up house- 
keeping with 19-year-old Anita. 

Both wives had trustingly accepted their 
$200-a-month husband’s assurance that long 
business trips were responsible for his absences, 
but Annie, who had been married to him two 
years, began to wonder what caused those re- 
current moods when he sat staring into space. 

Finally, on the eve of another trip to the 
West Coast, he asked her to call his office and 
tell the boss to check his books, 

Perhaps Prager knew what would happen 
after that. 

At any rate, detectives met him a few days 
later, when he stepped off the plane at the Mem- 
phis airport. He was arrested and charged with 
embezzling funds from his company. According 
to authorities, he made a statement in which he 
said he had taken $19,000, and explained that it 
was not only the luxury of having two wives that 
had forced him to dip into the office cash box. 

Prager had an expensive hobby, too. He was 
sponsor to two local basketball teams and liked 
to treat them to an occasional champagne party. 

When Annie learned that her husband was a 
bigamist she announced that she would divorce 
him. Anita, the new bride, flew to Memphis to 
help him, but later declared she would “try to 
forget.” Prager was sentenced. to three to 10 
years in the state penitentiary. 

Meanwhile, friends who never had suspected 
Prager of leading a dual life were asking “why?” 

Was it really just a romantic dilemma that 
turned the young cashier into a bigamist? 

Dr. Emil A. Gutheil, noted New York psy- 
chiatrist and editor of the American Journal of 
Psychotherapy, said recently that most bigamists 
are persons to whom fantasy is more important 
than reality. 

Commenting on cases that have come under 
his observation, ‘he said: 

“Unless they are criminals—like the swindler 
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who marries one 
rich*woman after an- 
other to get her money, 

or the girl who, during 
wartime, became the bride of 
numerous servicemen to _ collect 
their allotment checks — bigamists 
usually are persons who suffer from psy- 
chic infantilism. 

“Like naughty -children they enter into 
bigamous marriages as a challenge to the au- 
thorities to find them out—to come and spank.” 

It was the fourth husband of Barbara Joyce 
Dardis Hendricks Decker Vaughn, a 21-year-old 
Los Angeles stenographer, who found her out 
and persuaded her to face punishment. 

The 42-year-old machinist, Gerald C. Vaughn, 
said he wanted to remarry the impulsive young 
woman when he could do it legally. 

Barbara was quoted by the police as saying: 
“I married four men in four years, on the spur 
of the moment.” 

She served four months of a jail sentence for 
bigamy and was released on five years probation. 

A death-bed request was the exeuse John D., 
Gibson, 45, of Detroit, gave for marrying a sec- 
ond wife while he still had a first. 

“I knew I was doing wrong,” the factory 
worker told the judge, “but I thought Clara 
would get a divorce. 

Gibson, who had been married to Clara for 
nearly 20 years, walked out on her and their four 
children, then married Natalie Spratt. 

Natalie believed he was divorced, she told 
the court, and said she had found him a loving 
husband but a poor financial manager. He re- 
fused to consider a divorce when she suggested it. 

That made Natalie decide that maybe she 
could solve her marital difficulties if she could 
only get some pointers from the first wife on 
“how to handle John.” 

She knew John’s first wife was named Clara, 
so on a long chance she looked in the telephone 
directory and, sure enough, there was a Clara 
Gibson listed. 

It was the right Clara, all right, but instead 
of giving helpful advice, she let loose a bomb- 
shell of information, She said she still was the 
legal Mrs. Gibson. 


I never could afford one,’’. 
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When John Gibson pleaded guilty to the 
bigamy charge he said: 

‘“‘Natalie’s mother insisted that we be mar- 
ried before she died. I just had to go ahead 
with it.” 

He was sentenced to two-to-four years in 
Jackson prison. 

In analyzing the type of mind that causes a 
man to become a bigamist, Dr. Gutheil said that 
to such a person wish dreams usually appear to 
be real. If such a man wants a second or a third 
wife, previous ties do not seem to be an obstacle, 
because in his fantasy they do not exist.

Bressi was scared. He told the D. A, he knew 
he appealed to the mother instinct in women. 
Through his wishful day-dreaming, the marry- 
ing impulse had ta hold of him again and 
he asked that something be done to keep him 
from an 11th trip to the altar. There had been 
no divorces. 

District Attorney Theusen was an under- 
standing man. Jail would not have solved 
Bressi’s problem. He was sent to the Stockton 
State Hospital where he could receive psychi- 
atric treatment for his marrying malady. 

Doctors hoped to help him overcome his un- 
fortunate infantile behavior. 

“The bigamist is like the pathological liar,” 
Dr. Gutheil commented. “Both have failed to 
grow up from the familiar childhood stage of 
telling fantastic experiences as if they were real. 
The bigamist lives these experiences because he 
so often fuses fantasy and reality and sees no 
clear-cut demarcation between the two.” 
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‘No One Who Knew the Handsome Young Millionaire, 
“Beans” Baker, Could Explain Why He Was Found 
on a Lonely Florida Road With a Bullet in His Head

ROM the grandfather, George F. Baker, Sr., 
F to the son, George F. Baker, Jr., to the 

grandson, Grenville ‘‘Beans’’ Baker, the 
pattern had always been the same—honor the 
family name, spend your wealth wisely, conduct 
yourself with propriety, beware immoderation. 

It was a pattern that had shaped the Baker 
destiny into a solid dependable structure and 
made the huge Baker fortune-a symbol of the 
rewards of industry and thrift. 

Yet behind this irreproachable facade there 
lurked tragedy-—tragedy that was to explode 
with startling suddenness last January, bringing 
mysterious death to young Grenville of the third 
generation. 

The foundation of the family fortune was 
laid during the young manhood of George F. 
Baker, Sr., who was born in,1840. He was gradu- 
ated from college at 16 and entered the New 
York State banking department as a clerk in 
1861. 

Out of his salary of $500 a year he saved and 
invested. In 1863 he had run his savings up to 
$3,000, and, with three others, founded the First 
National Bank, the first in New York City to be 
organized under the new national banking 
system. 

It was a “banker’s bank’, specializing in 
large business accounts from other banks. It 
grew quickly and before many years had passed 
the senior Baker was not only its head, but also 
a power in the banking world and an important 
influence in railroads, utilities and 
industrial enterprises. 

He was close-lipped, sedate and 
philanthropic, making one contrtou- 
tion of $6,000,000 to Harvard Uni- 
versity. The only interview he ever 
gave, which came-at the age of 80, was to 
explain why he never gave interviews, 

George F. Baker, Jr., was born in 1878, an 
only son. By the time he was 15 his father was 
known as the “Sphinx of Wall Street.”’ Almost 
from adolescence it was plain that Baker junior 
would follow the same dignified course. 

Graduated f-»m Harvard in 1899, he was 
apprenticed to the banking house of Morgan, 
though at this time he was already worth 
$1,000,000, a gift from his father, and had 
bought a seat on the New York Stock Kxchange. 

He later joined his father’s bank as a clerk, 
rose quickly to assistant cashier and by 1906 
was a vice-president. 


Te correct and taciturn, Baker junior 
could unbend. On one occasion, when he 
sailed to Seabright, N. J., in his yacht to keep a 
luncheon engagement, a stiff gale and the re- 
sultant heavy surf forced anchoring 300 yards 
offshore. Unable to take a small boat in, Baker 
junior. blithely jumped overboard in his street 
clothes and swam ashore. 

Another time he worked a shift in a Wilkes- 


Barre, Pa., coal mine, cutting enough coal to 


load a .regulation car. 

In 1911 he married Edith Brevoort Kane, 
former beauty of Tuxedo Park, N. Y. They had 
four children—Florence, Edith, George F., III, 
and Grenville. 

Grenville, youngest of the four, was born in 
1921. He was brought up as his brother and 
sisters before him, with good taste and care. 

When Grenville was eight the 1929 stock 
market crash panicked the nation. Baker junior 
helped hold the line for a while by mobilizing, 
with other leading bankers, $250,000,000- to 
check the selling flood. 

Grenville was 10 when his grandfather died 
at 91. The “Sphinx of Wall Street” left a net 
estate of $60,000,000 and the mantle of financial 
wizardry to Baker junior, who summed up his 
own success with a typical Baker comment: 

“There is rarely a reason good enough for 
anybody to talk. Silence uses up less energy.” 

At the private schools he attended young 
Grenville displayed an easy-going friendliness 
not quite consistent with the traditional Baker 
aloofness. 

Olive-skinned, regular-featured, and trimly 
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attractive, he picked his companions according 
to his taste, without regard for their social back- 
ground. He acquired the nickname of ‘‘Beans” 
early in his school life and it stuck with him. 

When he was 16, already showing signs of 
the charm that was to make him the darling of 
New York society, his father died unexpectedly. 

Baker junior was vacationing in the South 
Seas aboard his yacht Viking when stricken 
with appendicitis. A shipboard emergency opera- 
tion was performed and the yacht raced for 
Honolulu. 

Apparently recovering, Baker junior suddenly 
took a turn for the worse and died on the yacht 
in Honolulu harbor. 

Before his death he had disposed of $47,- 
000,000 of his wealth in gifts to his family— 
$17,000,000 to his wife; $8,365,000 each to Gren- 
ville and George F., II1; $3,500,000 each to his 
two daughters; $4,000,000 to nieces and $2,000,- 
000 to a nephew. 

In addition he left a $12,000,000 charity 
trust and-a net estate of $25,000,000, its income 
to go to his wife and upon her death to revert 
to the two sons, 

Beans—as Grenville was by now familiarly 
known-——-went to Harvard, where he was well

nature, was animated and enthusiastic and, as 
in his prep school days, chose his friends from 
all walks of life. 

He spoke Spanish fluently—-as a matter of 
fact, was often taken for Spanish because of 
his dark complexion and sleek black hair. 

His brother and two sisters were married 
and settled down and more than one social regis- 
trite hoped fondly that she could put Beans in 
the same category. 

It remained, however, for a Mexican beauty 
to set his heart afire. She was Alicia Grajales 
Corral, daughter of a wealthy Mexico City 
family. She had toyed with the movies and, tir- 
ing of them, traveled to New York. 

Beans met her by accident: A friend of his 
brought him along as a blind date for Alicia. 
Beans was smitten immediately. 

For two years he squired Alicia about New 
York, proposing intermittently. His mother 
sought to break up the romance, without suc- 
cess. When Alicia finally said yes, Mrs. Baker 
gracefully arranged the wedding in her New 
York home. 

On February 28, 1943, Beans and Alicia were 
married. Four days later: he joined the Army 
Air Corps. As a pilot he completed 35 missions 
over Germany. 

After the war Beans and Alicia lived in New 
York. After a time, there were rumors that they 
were on the verge of a rift, but they continued 
to live together until the early part of last 
January. Then Alicia traveled to Mexico City 
and Beans took a vacation in Nassau. 

On the night of January 16 Beans flew to 
Tallahassee, Fla., from Nassau. He was bound 
for the palatial 12,000-acre Baker estate, Horse- 
shoe Plantation, 12 miles north of the city. 

He was met at the airport by Floyd Whid- 
don, tavern owner and convicted bootlegger. 
Beans had chummed with Whiddon whenever he 
visited Tallahassee and considered him one of 
his loyal friends. 

With Whiddon was his wife. The trio went to 
Whiddon’'s tavern for a drink. Next they visited 
a place called The Snack. Here Whiddon intro- 
duced Beans to a slim, 21-year-old car-hop—a 
waitress for automobHe customers --Mrs. Thel- 
ma Griffin, a divorcee With a two-year-old child.

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Mrs. Griffin joined the party, which went 
to another tavern. Later Whiddon was to testify 
that Beans, though not particularly depressed, 
talked a lot about his wife in Mexico City and 
mentioned repeatedly that she planned to divorce 
him. Only a few drinks, he said, were consumed. 

At 3 a.m. Whiddon, his wife and Mrs. Griffin 
drove Beans to Horseshoe Plantation. He 
dropped his bags in the huge house and soon 
returned to guide Whiddon back to the main 
highway over the intricate network of the 
estate’s clay roads. Beans got out his jeep and 
Mrs. Griffin rode with him. She wore a fleece- 
lined hunting jacket Beans had brought her. 


HIDDON took the lead and Beans drove fast 

in an attempt to overtake him. He could not. 
Then, Mrs. Griffin said later, Beans drew a pistol 
from the pocket of his jacket, which she was 
wearing, and fired once in the air to attract 
Whiddon’s attention. She said she could not be 
sure whether he put the pistol back in the jacket 
pocket or on the seat of the jeep. 

A few seconds later, driving at a very fast 
clip, young Baker lost control. The jeep hit an 
embankment. Mrs. Griffin came to lying on top 
of the embankment. Beans lay sprawled on. his 
face in the road, moaning. The divorcee ran 300 
yards to the main highway, where Whiddon 
was waiting, and told him of the accident. 

The Whiddons and Mrs. Griffin returned. 
Beans was lying against the embankment 15 
feet from where Mrs. Griffin had left him. He 
was gasping. The pistol lay under his hand. 
Mrs. Griffin put it back in her jacket pocket. 

As they watched him, Beans died. Hours 
later, in a local mortuary, a discovery was made. 
Beans had a bullet hole through his head. 

Murder’? 

Mrs. Griffin and the Whiddons told straight- 
forward stories that cleared .them. Paraffin 
tests made by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion in Washington showed that none of the 
three had powder marks on the hands—-usually 
present when one has fired a gun. There was 
no motive for murder. 

Accident? 

How had the pistol gotten from Mrs. Griffin’s 
pocket—-if it was there—to the road? Had Beans 
started to return it to her pocket before the 
crash, decided to hold it, and accidentally shot 
himself, causing the crash? 

Had it been in his hand when he was thrown 
from the jeep and discharged as he hit the 
ground? But how could he have 
crawled 15 feet, mortally wounded? 

A tenant farmer near by testified 
he heard two Shots, heard the jeep’s 
engine running after the crash, saw 
a figure pass in front of the car’s 
lights, later saw the lights go off and heard the 
motor stop. Then, he said, there was a third 
shot. 

Had Beans, recovering consciousness after 
Mrs. Griffin ran for help, staggered to the jeep 
and turned off the lights and motor? Had he 
then found the pistol in the road, thought of 
Signaling for aid with it, and, dazed and trem- 
bling, shot himself accidentally as he lifted it 
from the ground? 

Authorities thought that the most logical 
theory, but they overlooked or ignored another 
possible solution: 

Was it suicide? : 

Did Beans, suffering agonies from his crash 
injuries, suddenly come upon the gun and use 
it aS a means to end his unbearable pain? 


THIS theory might be scouted by the fact 

that his wound bore no visible powder marks, 
usually’ present when a gun is held close to the 
point of the bullet’s entry, were it not for_a dis- 
covery made many years ago by the late Walter 
Noble Burns, great Chicago’reporter and writer. 


When a Chicago businessman was feund dead 
on his lawn,.a bullet in his head, a pistol near by 
and no powder marks around *the wound, the 
man’s woman secretary was suspected of mur- | 
dering him. 4 . : 

Burns experimented with sacks of flour in 
his basement, firing a pistol at them from vari- 
ous distances. He found one distance; very close, 
at which the powder grains all enterad the bullet 
perforation, leaving the outside edges clean. 

On this information authorities performed 
another autopsy on the dead man and discovered 
powder grains inside his head, supporting a sul- 
cide theory. Later investigation proved he had 
fallen downstairs just prior to the shooting, re- 
ceiving injuries which drove him out of his 
head with pain. The secretary was cleared. 

Whether Beans’ death was murder, accident 
or suicide, no one will ever know. The case was 
closed with no official verdict. 

A third generation Baker—of the very proper 
Bakers—-had gone to his grave in a blaze of 
headlines.

OLONEL SIR ARTHUR EVANS, tall and 

graying, and his fair, blue-eyed American 

wife walked hand in hand up the winding 
path, past the hawthorn and lilac, to the old, 
familiar house. For a fleeting moment it seemed 
to them that they were moving oddly back into 
the days of their youth. 

In that instant, the years fell away. Sir 
Arthur wasn’t really a notable Member of Par- 
liament, a world traveler and clubman. Lady 
Evans wasn’t the mother of a son who had died, 
a hero, in war. They were a young bride and 
bridegroom, and this was the beginning of a 
lifetime together. 

The spell broke quickly, but the house was 
there. It was their house, and together they 
entered, a middle-aged bride and a middle-aged 
bridegroom, remarried this spring after 20 years 
of divorce, brought together by an affection 
which had never wholly left them, réunited more 
than anything else by a common. sorrow—the 
death of their boy in North Africa. 

They had decided to let ancient bygones be 
bygones. They reconciled themselves to the loss 
of all the years they’d lived apart, and to the 
loss of their son. They couldn’t recapture youth, 
but they could make amends to each other. 

“Twenty years ago we had our differences,” 
Sir Arthur said recently. “I pulled one way and 
my wife the other. We've returned to each other 
to follow a middle course, and we’re very happy.” 

In those 20 years between the two marriages, 
Sir Arthur became not only nationally known for 
his service in Parliament but also often was 
mentioned as “the loneliest man in England.”’ 
His wife, living quietly in Mayfield, Sussex, must 
have been lonely, too. They have both tacitly 
acknowledged it since their remarriage. 

“We've always been very friendly and the 
death of our son drew us even closer together,”’ 
Sir Arthur said. “Now we wish we'd had the 
sense to get married before. We feel it is a 
great pity we didn’t take this step a long time 
avo. 

' They first met-—-Arthur Evans and Mary 
Stewart Claflin—in 1920. Arthur was 21 then, 
and had served through World War I, joining up

taincy. _Mary was the 19-year-old younger 
daughter of the late John Claflin, of Morristown, 
N. J. They were married in Parfs, first at the 
Prefecture of the 17th Arrondissement and then 
in St. George’s Church. 

Within two years, a son was born and Arthur 
had begun his parliamentary career, elected a 
Conservative Member of Parliament at the age 
of 24. 

For the New Jersey girl, born in the historic 
town where General Washington twice in winter 
had his headquarters, and for the rising poli- 
tician, a happy and interesting life seemed ahead. 
But their interests diverged. In the spring of 
1929, Mrs. Evans obtained a London divorce on 
the grounds of misconduct by her husband in 
Paris. 

She kept the old home in Sussex. Their son 
went to Eton. Evans plunged into public affairs, 
took a 55,000-mile world tour, began to cham- 
pion the rights of the Welsh and twice was made 
chairman of the Welsh Parliamentary Party. 

Each year the demands upon him grew. His 
missions took him up and down the world, he 
was active in a number of the fine clubs in 
England—and: he kept thinking, in the strangest 
places, on the farthest horizons, of the woman 
who had been fair, blue-eyed Mary Claflin of 
Morristown, N. J. 

She thought sometimes of him, too, for they 
wrote to each other. Occasionally they met and 
talked of the future of their son. Those meetings 
were outwardly calm and merely friendly. Their 
tones were temperate. They kept to the subject 
—their son.. What each secretly thought of the 
bond that still held them, neither said.

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Had It Not Been for a Double Tragedy, J. P.'s 
Kinsman Might Have Used His Wealth and Posi- 
tion to Become an Equally Celebrated Financier

VEN though a circus press agent once took 
‘a a woman midget into the Senate caucus 
room during a committee investigation and 
succceeded in getting a photograph of her sit- 
ting on the knee of J. Pierpont Morgan the 
Younger, aloofness has been a Morgan charac- 
teristic for generations. 
Complete obscurity, 
however, was achieved 
by only one member of 
this distinguished fam- 
ily. Until he died the 
other day in England, 
hardly a soul outside the 
clan ever knew of the 
existence of John Junius 
Morgan who, except for 
a double tragedy, might 
also have become a cele- 
brated financier. 

The Morgans were a 
Welsh line of farmers 
and innkeepers who 
settled in America in 
1636 and first attained 
prominence through Jo- 
seph Morgan, who ‘did 
well in stagecoaches, a 
hotel in Hartford, Conn., 
and a fire insurance 
company. 

His son, Junius Spen- 
cer Morgan, clerked in 
a Hartford dry goods 
store, learned something 
of finance from a New 
York brokerage firm, Px Pee A. 
got together sufficient iy “Bee g 
funds to buy an interest 3 . 
in a Boston mercantile 
company apd married 
the daughter of the Rev. 
John Pierpont, a _ poet, 
clergyman and reformer. 

Junius proved so able 
that in 1854 George 
Peabody, an Anglo- 
American banker, invited 
him into partnership. 
When the Civil War 
started, the firm became 
the U. S. Government’s 
financial representative 
in England. 

The first J. P. Morgan 
was Junius’ son. 


In the ’70s Junius’ 
youngest daughter, 
Juliet, visited Paris, 


where she met and mar- 
ried an American clergy- 
man who was no relative 
although his name was 
John B. Morgan. 

Their son, John Junius, 
was reared on the continent and finished his 
studies at Cambridge University. In accordance 
with family tradition he chose a financial career, 
bought a seat on the London Stock Exchange 
and did so well that, for a time, it looked as 
though an English House of Morgan might rival 
the gigantic commercial structure his uncle was 
continuing to expand in America. 

He married Caroline McCook in 1908. Their 
son died in infancy and was outlived only a few 
months by the mother. With her death John 
Junius Morgan, the financier, figuratively, also 
died. He sold his stock exchange seat, took no 
further interest in his promising career and re- 
tired to West Chiltington, a quiet little Sussex 
village. 

Such a concession to grief was not strictly in 
accordance with the Morgan pattern. In New 
York, Uncle John married Amelia Sturges, who 
was critically ill at the time. She succumbed in 
three months despite his efforts to stave off the 
inevitable. 

Three years later, in 1865, he married 
Frances Louise Tracy and went on to become 
a colossus in coal, railroads and shipping; or- 
ganizer of U. S. Steel; and the most dominant 
figure in world finance. 

In the shadow of such splendor, John Junfus

Morgan was able to achieve his cherished ob- 
scurity with comparative ease. He bought a 
14th century monastery in West Chiltington, 
converted it into a 13-room house which he called 
Nye Timbers, and there, with a dog, a pool of 
pet goldfish and the company of wild birds, he 
started life all over again. 

He rarely spoke of his past, and although he 
kept a rather large domestic staff, most of his 
neighbors thought of him as a retired English 
bachelor of moderate means. He indulged in a 
little yachting, but it was insignificant compared 
with the $250,000-a-year upkeep of his uncle’s 
$2,000,000 Corsair. He accumulated antiques and 
some masterpieces, but he was nothing like J. P 
a arent art collector of his time. ‘

“They said he was ill because he liked to go 
to bed at five o’clock in the afternoon.

“You may nullify my marriage,” she said, 
“you may deprive me of every penny my hus- 
band willed me. But you can never destroy my 
love. I shall always look out for Tom, no matter 
how hard anyone tries to separate us.” 

Stuart Rand, prominent Boston attorney, was 
appointed Stevenson’s legal guardian. Stevenson 
was allowed $25 a week spending money. His 
basic living expenses were paid by his guardian. 

On Stevenson’s plea, Mrs. Smith was asked 
to care for him at Boston’s Hotel Fensgate, 
where he was living. She took a room across 
the hall from his, and tried to make his life as 
happy as she could. 

Then, one afternoon last February, Stevenson 
disappeared from the hotel, Mrs. Smith re- 
ported him missing. 

“T’m terribly worried over my dear friend's 
welfare,” she said. 

_ Three days later, police found him wandering 
in New London, Conn. He was unkempt and 
disheveled, his clothes crumpled and stained with 
dirt. They thought at first that he was a tramp. 

Stevenson identified himself, and denied that 
he was “missing.” 

‘I just came down here to revisit some of the 
scenes of my triumphs, when I rowed for Har- 
vard in the annual regatta with Yale,’ he said. 

He was returned to Boston. Mrs. Smith 
pleaded for the right to take him back to the 
Hotel Fensgate. Instead, Stevenson, once a pow- 
erfully built, six-foot man, who graduated from 
Harvard in 1896, was sent back to the McLean 
Hospital. Mrs. Smith, however, was still wait- 
ing for him at the Hotel Fensgate. 

“One of these days,” she said, “Tom will be 
out again. I shall continue to care for him. 
Even though he has an allowance of only $25 a 
week, and I have only $50 a week, we'll get 
along. Money is not everything. Our love and 
friendship is far more important.”

ELEN, a 35-year-old married woman, 
LY looked younger than she really was, even 

though she had put on weight. Occasion- 
ally she felt shortnes$ of breath and tightening 
sensation in the chest, particularly when walk- 
ing uphill. | 

One evening, after eating heartily, she was 
rising from the table when she was struck with 
pierce pain over the heart, up the shoulder and 
down the left arm. 

She had suffered an attack of coronary 
thrombosis, a blockage of the coronary vessels 
of the heart by a blood clot. For some weeks 
she was in the hospital. She had received the 
usual care and treatment——at first complete 
rest, then graduated exercises, a nourishing, 
weight reducing diet, and certain medicines. 

Her special physician, however, suggested 
that she become a willing guinea pig of medical 
science — by taking a new medication in a purely 
experimental way. 

Helen agreed. She began to drink after each 
meal a liquid containing choline (ko-leen) one 
of the less known vitamins of B-complex. She 
was also given the list of natural foodstuffs 
that are special good sources of choline. She 
was told that certain foods, particularly high 
in fat and cholesterol (ko-lester-ol), should be 
eaten only in moderation.

At the end of one year, Helen improved 
markedly. She had no recurrence of heart at. 
tacks, and the doctor found that the genera] 
condition of the heart and circulation was more 
satisfactory than when the coronary attack haq 
occurred. 

Physicians, such as Dr. G. R. Herrmann of 
the University of Texas School of Medicine, in 
Galveston, Tex., have been using choline—alone 
or with another vitamin called inositol (ino-sj- 
tol)—in cases of coronary heart diseases, dia- 
betes and other conditions with hardening of 
the arteries for nearly three years. 

But the first carefully conducted experi- 
mental medication with choline was tried out 
in California. 

Dr. Lester M. Morrison, of the College of 
Medical Evangelists in Los Angeles, and his 
colleagues recently reported that choline has 
been found to be definitely helpful in cases of 
coronary heart diseases and other maladies in 
which the arteries are hardened and narrowed. 

The patients, 200 men and women, but more 
men, of ages mostly between 40 and 60 years, 
were divided into two very similar groups of 
100 each. Members of one group were given 
choline, six to eight grams daily; those of the 
other were left untreated. In all other respects 
the patients were cared for in the same way. 

At the end of two years, there had been five 
deaths among the 100 choline-treated and 35 
deaths among the 100 untreated. By itself the 
results obtained might be considered as based 
on inadequate number of trials. Medical sci- 
entists have to be very cautious about raising 
hopes prematurely. 

But Dr. Morrison and Dr. Herrmann believe 
that their trial treatments have definitely justi- 
fied the continuation of research with choline 
as a possible preventive and treatment for coro- 
nary and other types of arterial degeneration. 

In rabbits Dr. Morrison and Dr. Amerigo 
Rossi “cured” hardening of the arteries. with 
choline. 

When these animals were fed cholesterol 
mixed with their food, they developed harden- 
ing of the aorta, the big artery of the heart. 
Feeding choline cleared up and prevented the 
experimentally-caused disease. 

Dr. Alfred Steiner, Dr. F. E. Kendall and 
other medical scientists, in New York, were 
able to prevent the hardening of the coronary 
arterjes in certain big animals with choline. 
The disease can be produced by reducing thy- 
roid activity and feeding cho- 
lesterol. 

Prof. C. H. Best, of Toronto, 
os: ik. LL. -Chaieog, Dr: Cc. Cc 
King of Columbia University, 
Dr. Thomas H. Jukes of Lederle 
Laboratories, and other authori- 
ties are agreed that choline pre- 
vents the accumulation of fat in 
liver and kidney. Cirrhosis of 
the liver, in which fatty degen- 
eration damages the tissues, has 
been successfully treated with 
choline also with methionine 
and inositol. 

Dr. Morrison 
successful in the treatment: of 
eirrhosis of the liver in alco- 
holics with choline together with 
a diet rich in proteins. Dr. Max 
R. Goldstein, of the Lahey Clinic, 
Boston, and Dr. Paul R. Rosahn 
of Yale University not only 
cleared up cirrhosis but also 
eliminated the desire for alcohol 
in a few patients. 

One 40-year-old woman had 
been drinking a pint to a quart 
of hard liquor daily for years 
and had severe cirrhosis of the 
liver. Choline treatment im- 
proved the liver condition, and 
She had no desire for alcohol 
during the time she _ imbibed 
the vitamin. 

This background -of choline 
research was known to The 
American Weekly in 1946 and 
an article was prepared at that 
time for publication but with- 
ae held in February, 1947, until ad- 
ditional experiments had been performed. 

Use of pure choline or inositol is strictly 
medical; the substances cannot and should not 
be taken without a physician’s prescription and 
instructions. However, anyone would be safe 
in including natural foods rich in choline—but 
low in fat and cholesterol —in the daily diet 
as much as possible. : 

_ Among the best sources of choline (also of 
inositol) are: lean meats — pork, veal, beef mus- 
cle liver and kidney of animals, chicken liver, 
vari¢ties of beans, mustard greens. turnip tops, 
spinach, cabbage and non-fatty” parts of fish.

Sam Dreben, one of a host of American 
soldiers of fortune hiring out to Central Amer- 
ican rebels, had casually suggested to Richard- 
son that he “stick around and see the fight.” 

So there he was, on that hot August after- 
noon, in the rebel lines, watching with pounding ‘. 
heart Craven’s chattering gun topple the govern- 
ment troops as they swept across the simmering 
no-man’s-land. 

Suddenly Craven slumped at his _ post, 
wounded. Dreben laid him aside, worked fran- 
tically to start the weapon going again. He 
shook his head. ‘Don’t know what’s the matter 
with this thing!’’ he muttered. 

The federals were very close, their battle 
cries riding the hot air. Richardson needed no 
one to tell him what would happen if and when 
they broke through. He leaped to the gun, 
experimented with this lever and that. Then, 
miraculously, the barrel spouted fire once more. 

He swung the gun back and forth. The 
federal advance melted.

When Richardson died recently in a Spring- 
field, Mo., hospital of a heart ailment at the age 
of 59, his quiet passing, almost unnoticed, was in 
sharp contrast to the tempestuous career that 
placed him in the forefront of America’s soldier- 
of-fortune daredevils. 

Hard-bitten, reckless individuals with a thirst 
for excitement, they flourished through the first 
20 years of the 20th century, seeking warfare all 
over the world, not caring what side they fought 
on as long as they fought. 


THE received no glory, except among their 

comrades ; often they were dishonored in their 
own country because of their activities; some 
died in battle; most of those who survived died 
penniless, for the fortunes these “soldiers-of- 
fortune” sought seldom materialized. 

There were Dreben, whom General John J. 
Pershing called “one of the bravest men I ever 
met’; Tex O'Reilly, who claimed he was “born

Richardson rode out to reconnoiter, lost his way 
and wound up trotting through the streets of the 
hostile city. | 

Knowing that if he turned and ran he would 
be shot down, he brazenly rode up to the office 
of the federal commandant, demanded to see 
him, and, when escorted within, informed him 
that resistance was useless with the city ringed 
by a vast army of rebels. 

Richardson's description of the situation was 
pure bluff, for the rebels were woefully inade- 
quate, but the commandant believed him and 
ordered his garrison to lay down their arms. The 
Yankee then dispatched a federal rider to inform 
the rebel chieftain of what had transpired. 

The rebels took over without firing a shot 
and Tracy Richardson went down in soldier-of- 
fortune history as the only man to capture a city 
single-handed. 


Wherever Fighting Was, That's Where They 


Went. Their Heroism Brought Them No Glory, 
and .Those Who Survived Wound Up 
Disillusioned and Penniless 
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to raise hell’’; “General’’ Lee Christmas; Tim 
McGuire, who gave his life to capture a flag, 
and countless others. 

After his Bluefields experience Richardson 
moved from war to war—there was always 
action going on somewhere—and acquired start- 
ling proficiency with the machine-gun. 


In those days a machine-gunner was worth’ 


his weight in gold, for the lethal instruments 
were intricate and rambunctious. Richardson, 
his friends said, could “play one like a piano!” 


NCE he was shot through the lung while 
handling a machine-gun for the Red Flag- 

gers, a rebel contingent seeking to overthrow 
Madero in Mexico. 

A mild little train butcher by the name of 
Jack Zimmerman had heard of the battle going 
on across the border when his train reached El 
Paso, Tex., and raced over to join the rebels. 
He’d never even fired a pop-gun and they 
wouldn’t let him enter the front lines, but they 
did let him drive a wagon near the lines. 

A Mexican named Guiterrez hauled Richard- 
son through the fire of the whole federal army 
to the wagon and safety. Then Zimmerman ran 
through the smacking bullets to the gun 
Richardson had abandoned, got the hang of it 
and blasted the federals back. 

Richardson’s greatest exploit occurred when 
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The year 1914 brought Richardson a chance 
for real fighting. He went to France with 
Canada’s immortal regiment, the Princess Pats, 
and was one of 250 out of 1,100 men to come out 
of St. Elois and Ypres alive. 

He finished the war as a disgusted instructor 
to fledgling American aviators. In his latter 
years he turned down offers to fight with Central 
American rebels, stating simply: “I’ve been shot 
at too much,” 

Sam Dreben was Richardson’s_ sidekick 
through a dozen revolutions. He also fought 
for Uncle Sam in the Philippines, the Boxer 
Rebellion, on the Mexican border and in World 
War I. In between times he followed peaceful 
pursuits and when they palled sought excitement 
in the trouble-ridden Latin countries. ) 

Once, when Dreben was working in El] Paso, 
his friend, General Mendez, came to him from 
Juarez, across the border, in a panic. A, young 
captain named Castro had revolted with most 
of Mendez’ soldiers and was planning to attack 
Juarez. 

Sam loaded an auto with rifles and a machine- 
gun, sped across the border, collected a motley 
army and the next morning sent a message to 
Mendez: 

“Come on back. The war is over. I want 
you to take charge so I can get back to my 
office.” 

Tex O'Reilly fought in eight wars, was a 
Texas Ranger, served in the Japanese Emperor’s 
foreign bodyguard, was generalissimo for the 
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Chinese governor of Kiangsu, and for a change, 
took part in south-of-the-border revolutions. 

It was Tex who was leading 60,000 of 
Pancho Villa’s victorious army into Mexico City 
when he encountered a lone policeman on the 
deserted streets. The policeman held up his 
hand. ‘You can’t pass here,” he snapped. 

Tex was amused. Why not, he asked? “You 
have no permit to parade.” Tex tried to explain 
that 60,000 rebel soldiers couldn’t be stopped 
through lack of a parading permit. The cop 
squinted at Tex. “What’s your name?” he 
demanded. “Q’Reilly,” responded Tex. “Why 
didn’t you say so in the first place?” shouted the 
cop. “Mine’s McGuire! Pass on, O’Reilly!” 


THA: was how Tex O’Reilly met Tim McGuire. 
Ten years later the couple were fighting the 
Berbers as Spanish Foreign Legionnaires in 
Africa. The fierce tribesmen were hacking Cap- 
tain O’Reilly’s company to pieces in a retreating 
action. 

The Berbers brought up their sacred banner, 
a black pennant bearing a sentence from the 
Koran woven, legend had it, with hairs from 
the beard of Mohammed. The Legionnaires knew 
that, with the banner as inspiration, the Berbers 
couldn't be stopped. 

That night O’Reilly led 20 volunteers, among 
them McGuire, into the Berber camp. In the 
wild hand-to-hand fighting that ensued Mc- 
Guire’s voice bellowed: “Tex, Tex, I’ve got the 
prophet’s whiskers!” 

His comrades dug him out from a pile of 
knife-wielding Berbers. He was all but cut to 
pieces, but the sacred flag wa’ clutched in hi‘s 
arms. He died that same night, singing an Irish 
song. The next day the Berber charge broke 
before the Legion fire. 


Lee Christmas was a railroad engineer who 
was forced to quit his job when his line insti- 
tuted the color blindness test. He couldn’t tell 
red from green. So he went to Honduras to 
run engines there. His train was captured by 
rebels, whom he hauled to within sight of the 
federal soldiers and the barricade they had 
placed across the tracks. 


The overjoyed rebels made him a captain as 
reward. So Christmas ran his train through 
the barricade and was made a general. For 
the next 20 years he fought in Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Salvador and Guatemala, help- 
ing to put five presidents in office. 

Once, when a counter-revolution had 
overthrown Christmas’ choice, Honduras’ 
President Bontilla, Christmas ran for his 
life, an entire army after him. He holed 
up in an armory and there, with 1,500 
rifles and plenty of ammunition at hand, 
he held off the besiegers for hours, killing 
80 of them, 

A truce was effected and he was invited 
out. His besiegers cheered him, lifted him 
to their shoulders and made him general of 
their army. 

There was Bert Hall, who was signed 
to fly for Turkey against the Bulgarians 
in the Balkan War of 1913. -His pay was 
$100 a day, gold, in,advance. 

When the Turks started cutting his pay 
he took his plane and his mechanic to the 
Bulgarians, whom he’d just bombed, and 
joined them for the same wage. When the 
Bulgarians cut his pay he got ready to 
desert back to the Turks. 

Before he could he was arrested and 
ordered shot. He had to grease palms with a 
large part of his bankroll to save his life. Later 
he wound up in China as “General Chan,’ head 
of the Nationalist Air Force. 

Flier Dean Lamb was offered $500 a month 
to command a federal fleet of 11 planes in the 
Paraguayan revolt of the early ’20s. The rebels 
offered him the same pay to command their 
Six planes, 


| AMB took the federal job and wangled the 

rebel job for a friend named Massolini. To- 
gether they rounded up enough pilots for both 
squadrons. 

They put on quite a show. One day a rebel 
flier would come over the federal camp, be at- 
tacked and spin down to his apparent death. - 
The next day it would be a federal flier’s turn 
to meet his doom. Both attackers and defenders 
were very careful not to hit each other. 

The federals were credited with shooting 
down 48 of the rebels’ six planes. ! 

Of the legion of fighting adventurers, few 
retired with more than memories. Dreben died 
in Los Angeles of a heart attack in 1929, while 
struggling to make a go of a real estate busi- 
ness. Christmas died in a New Orleans charity 
ward. Although luckier than most financially, 
Richardson had little money when he died.

With the arrival of the Nazis, of course. 
She remembered the day when the first German 
planes flew over Copenhagen. She was having 
lunch on a terrace, with a group of friends. She 
looked up at the planes, and said: 

“Aren't our planes wonderful?” 

There had been a shocked gasp. 
officer sald: 

“Madame, please remember that you are now 
a Danish princess.” 

He had left the party. But she had only 
laughed. She liked the Nazis—and of course, 
at the time, she had been sure that they would 
never be beaten. She could never understand 
the stubborn Danes, who couldn’t see that. 

She couldn’t understand her’ unyielding 
brother-in-law, King Christian, or his campaign 
of passive non-cooperation. He was always 
doing such strange things. 

There was, for instance, the time he became 
outraged when he found a Nazi flag flying over 
the palace. Turning toward an officer in charge 
of the Nazi guard, he said: 

“That flag must come down.” 

The officer refused. King Christian said: 

“Then I will send a soldier to take it down.” 

The officer informed him the soldier would 
be shot. 

“Very well,” King Christian replied, “I will 
be the soldier.” 

The flag came down. 

It had been far more pleasant for Princess 
Helena to entertain the Nazi conquerors—and 
be entertained by them; particularly General 
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S could feel the hatred, flowing up toward

von Pancke, chief of the Gestapo in Copenhagen. 
He was most amusing —and so were the others 
She visited at Dagmar House, or the Tourist 
Hotel; or invited to her own dinner table. 

Prince Harald and her sons had been stuffy 
about it. They wouldn’t come to her dinners. 
Prince Harald always pleaded illness; Gorm fled 
to Sweden and Oluf took refuge in his Hussar 
barracks. 

(At that time, Oluf had expressed his opinion 
of her to someone who repeated it to her. He 
had called her “‘that crazy crone.’’) 

It had been strange to see King Christian 
riding alone about the streets to reassure his 
people—-the people who more than once had 
stoned her limousine as she drove to an appoint- 
ment with General von Pancke. 

There had been rumors of a divorce between 
her and Harald—but the Nazis wouldn’t permit 
it. Such an action, they: had said, might 


strengthen the will of the Danes to resist the 
“friendly’’ German occupation. 

She had been amazed, later, to learn that 
Prince Oluf had joined the Resistance Forces. 
And she had been surprised and shocked at the

Gorm’'s return to Denmark, following’ its 
liberation.

HE first time Dominic Monte, 42-year-old

His bets 
were bigger, his presence at the track more 
frequent. That was the year he “borrowed” 
and bet some of his clients’ money, turned over 
to him to make loans on mortgages. He lost it. 

Feverishly he returned again and again to 
the track to recoup his losses. He had some 
big winning days, but they were always fol- 
lowed by bigger losing ones. Then began a long, 
nightmarish battle to’ reach level ground once 
more, to hide his additional “borrowings,” to rid 
himself of the gambling urge inflaming his mind. 
> By 1946 he was practically. living at the 
tracks. He thought of nothing but horse rac- 
ing. He dreamed only of the “big kill’ that 
would put him on top. In the next two years 
he couldn’t sleep at night. He lost 30 pounds. 

In September of 1948 he thought he had 
won the battle. A 19-to-one shot, carrying the 
last of his money, flashed first across the wire. 
Monte was elated. Then the blow fell. The 
horse was disqualified. That was the lawyer's 
last day at-the track. 

Monte added up the score. He had lost

540,000 of his clients’ cash. He was broke. He 
was beaten in spirit.

“I’ve 
been lying awake trying to’ figure out my next 
step.

Monte got a break. His clients publicly ex- 
pressed sympathy for him, refused to prosecute, 
The case against him was dismissed. 

Similar cases crop up frequently — cases 
where persons divert someone else’s funds to 
satisfy their insatiable gambling craving. 

There was William J. Ahearn, a docile-appear- 
ing 52-year-old bookkeeper, for 20 years em- 
ployed by a New York City realty company 
which trusted him completely. ' 

Last December an internal revenue agent told 
Ahearn there’d been a $5,000 mistake in the 
firm's tax return. His books were examined. It 
was discovered that the little bookkeeper had 
nulcted his employer of $200,000 since 1928. 
covering himself with a fake balance system.

it,’ Ahearn lamented. He was sentenced to 
two and a half to five years. 

Nor is the betting fever any respecter of 
youth. 

Lindsay C. Howard, Jr., 21, grandson of 
Charles S. Howard, multimillionaire turfman, 
was arrested recently in Pasadena, Calif., on 
a charge of passing $1,300 worth of bad checks. 
A $250,000 trust fund left him did not provide 
enough income to satisfy his horse betting losses. 

“IT bet every penny of the money from the 
checks at Santa Anita,” Howard explained. “I 
lost it all.” 

Held for a week in jail at the insistence of 
his grandfather, who wanted to “teach him a 
lesson,”” young Howard was finally bailed out. 

At his trial, after restitution had been made, 
he was fined $200, given a six months suspended 
sentence and placed on probation for three years. 
The court ordered he pay the fine out of his own 
earnings, refrain from gambling and stay away 
from race tracks, and barred him from carrying 
checks or having a checking account during the 
period of probation. 

Pellegrino J. Pellecchia, Jr., was a bachelor 
judge in Newark, N. J. He was 38, handsome, 
the soul of propriety, the scourge of race track 
‘‘bookies,’’ whom he fined heavily “in the inter- 
est of the welfare of Newark.’ 

Gradually friends noticed a change in Pel- 
lecchia. He consorted with shady characters, 
hit the night spots with glamourous girl friends, 
joked with bookmaker defendants and went 
extremely easy on their fines. 

One day bank examiners went over the ac- 
counts of the Columbus Trust Company — 
founded by Pellecchia’s father — and discovered 
that the young judge, president of the bank be- 
fore his appointment to the bench, had rifled 
it of $630,000. 

Virtually all the money had gone on the 
horses. Often, Pellecchia admitted, he bet 
55,000 and $6,000 a week. In one Florida rac- 
Ing season alone he had dropped $80,000. 

The Columbus Trust Company was liqui- 
dated as a result-of the peculations. Pellecchia 
received a ten-to-15-year prison sentence. 

These are only a few of the many similar 
cases which break into print over the nation 
every year. For the “race betting disease’’ is 
Widespread and invariably leads its victims 
down the path of destruction.

T WAS at about 9 o’clock that the. bell rang. 
Marie Wendel, housekeeper for the Rev. 

Patrick E. HeSlin at the parish house of 
the Holy Angels Church in Colma, Calif., went 
to the door and saw, standing there in the fog- 
laden darkness, a rather odd-looking figure. 

She was to describe the caller as ‘‘a small, 
dark man who spoke in broken English.’ He 
was wearing goggles, and he held the collar of 
his overcoat over the lower part of his smooth- 
shaven face. 

“I would like to see the Father,’ he said. 
“He is very needed. My friend is dying.” 

“Come in, please. Ill call Father Heslin.”’ 

“You get him,” he said, without moving. 

At that moment the tall, heavy-set 58- 
year-old priest, who had been transferred to 
Colma only a week or so previously from Tur- 
lock, Calif., came out of his study. 

Miss Wendel did not hear what passed be- 
tween them. But within a few moments he got 
his hat and overcoat, said, “I'll be back as soon 
as possible,’’ and hurried out. She saw the two 
get into a small touring car, which moved off 
rapidly in a southerly direction. 

Father Heslin failed to come back that 
night—or any night. 

Late the next morning, Aug. 3, 1921, Arch- 
bishop Edward J. Hanna in near-by San Fran- 
cisco, received a 600-word communication, 
mostly typewritten, which began: 

“Act with caution, for I have Father-———— 
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"I! Saw Him Draw the 
Collar of His Over- 
coat Up About His 
Face, ' Said Mrs. 
Bianchi. “He Talked 
Excitedly to Father 
Heslin as They Came 
Out.” 


(of Colma) in a bootleg cellar, where a lighted 
candle is left burning when I leave, and at the 
bottom are all the chemicals necessary to gen- 
erate enough poison gas to kill a dozen men. 

“As he is fastened with chains you see 
that he is in a very bad way, and if I am 
arrested, or bothered in any way, I will leave 
him just where he is and in two hours from 
the time I leave him he will be dead.” 

The letter stated that $6,500 would have 
to be paid for Father Heslin’s delivery, and 


that another message would arrive “about 
9 o’clock at night, perhaps tonight, perhaps 


tomorrow night.” 

The letter went on to say: 

‘Have a car ready with a spotlight, and you 
will get the instructions about what road to 
take and you will turn the spotlight upward and 
drive slowly, until you see a white strip across 
the road. Then stop, get out with the money, 
leave the car and follow the string that is at- 
tached to the white strip until you*come to 
the end of the string. Then put down the 
package, and go back to town, and remember 
your brother (he evidently meant Spiritual 
Brother) does not get out until I have the 
money and am in the clear besides. 

“He is complaining of the pain when he is 
not gagged. Better have a doctor ready with 
you, and be at the house where he lives and 
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wait for the messenger with the instructions 
about the road to take.”’ 

Archbishop Hanna notified the authorities 
and San Francisco’s police chief, Daniel J. 
O’Brien, ordered his best men into the investi- 
gation to help the small force available in the 
adjoining county of San Mateo. 

The most intensive manhunt in the history 


of that region swung into high gear. 


ONSTABLE SILVIO LANDINI of Colma 

quickly discovered that Mrs. Mary Bianchi, 
who lived across from the church, had seen 
Father Heslin leave with the stranger. 

“I was standing in front of my house when 
a light touring car drew up to the church and 
Stopped,” she told Landini. ‘A small, dark man, 
sort of foreign looking, turned out the lights 
of the machine, got out and walked to the pas- 
tor’s house. I saw him draw the collar of his 
overcoat up about his face. 

“He talked excitedly to Father Heslin as 
they came out. I could not hear what he was 
Saying. Father Heslin hurried into the church 
while the man went to the car and turned it 
around. I heard him call to Father Heslin in 
broken English to come and get into the car. 
He did not turn on the lights as they drove 
away.” 

Numerous posses of citizens joined the 
search.

HARLES BEIDERMAN, of Red 
Wing, Minn., is an artist—and 
making quite a reputation for 

himself in the art world—-but he 
probably has the strangest studio 
any creator of pictures ever had. 

There isn’t a palette or a canvas 
or a paintbrush or a tube of pigment 
in the place—instead there are pow- 
ered bandsaws, lathes, a drill press, 
a sanding machine, a welding table 
and spray guns. 

Beiderman knows all about the 
traditional academic techniques for 
painting—probably few modern art- 
ists are any better schooled in them 
—and he could* very well have 
achieved an enviable name for him- 
self by painting in the orthodox 
manner, but he’s thrown away his 
palette and brushes to work with 
precision tools. In the old chicken 
coop he converted into a studio on 
his brother-in-law’s farm just out- 
side of Red Wing, the 43-year-old 
Beiderman makes his queer but fas- 
cinating ‘‘constructions’’—abstract 
compositions in three dimensions. 
He feels that this is the only kind 
of art that makes sense today. 


| NSTEAD of the artist’s usual ma- 

terials, Beiderman uses plastics, 
metal and glass. He forms them into 
spikes, disks and other odd shapes, 
some of which stick out from the 
“canvas” to overlap or intermingle. 
For color he uses enamel paint, put 
on with a spray gun. 

A typical “construction” is one 
of the three hanging in the Inter- 
state clinic’s waiting room in Red 
Wing—it is made up of rods at- 
tached to spheres and concentric cir- 
cles, to form an intricate and—says 
Beiderman—significant pattern.

painters were forced to invent rather 
than copy—Beiderman started a 
search for a new art form in keep- 
ing with the machine age. , 
Despite his unorthodox artistic 
theories, Red Wing’s rebel is no ac- 
centric “town screwball.” He’s a 
solid family man, with a pretty wife 
and a six-year-old daughter named 
Anna. They live in a modest sec- 
ond-story apartment, the walls of 
which are decorated with several 
striking examples of modern art. The 
place is full of scholarly publications 
on many subjects, for Beiderman is 
not one of those artists who feels he 
can divorce himself from what is go- 
ing on in the world around him. 


—. abstract painting is a step 
in the right direction, he feels 
that most of it today is futile be- 
cause it fails to “think through” the 
problem, and is too often used to ex- 
ploit the artist’s personality. 

For ten years he worked on his 
“rebel” creed—and the result is a 
scholarly book, just completed, called 
“Art as the Evolution of Visual 
Knowledge.” A comprehensive study 
of art through the ages, more than 
one art critic has found the 700- 
page volume—which’ involves _phi- 
losophy, psychiatry,. psychoanalysis 
and physics——_reasonable, though cer- 
tainly controversial. It is stirring

“The only danger in this sort of 
art,” Beiderman’ says, “is that 
others will try to copy it without 
understanding its fundamentals— 
and the result will be a meaning- 
less tangle of forms.”

Tempie Yancy, also of Detroit, 
agrees with Judith Ann, but adds 
“Por taking care of two children, 
sitters should get 50 cents an hour.” 

Mrs. G. E. Wade, of Sierra Madre, 
Calif., says she has many more cus- 
tomers when she charges 35 to 40 
cents an hour than when she charges 
50 to 60 cents. 

“Since most of the couples who 
need baby-sitters are young people 
starting out in life themselves, they 
don’t have much ae 
money for 
entertainment,”’ 
writes Mrs. 
Natalie Dean, of 
Capistrano 
Beach, Calif. “A 
sitter may lose 
jobs by charg- 
ing more than 
35 cents an 
hour.” * ;

AND APPLE RINGS 


| UCHOW'S restaurant in New York City has long beén 


notable for fine German foods. 


Frdm 1882 to the 


present time a host of artists, publishers, musicians, 
writers, and critics have dined there daily. 
When Luchow’s opened, 14th Street was the heart of 


New York—the best shops, theatres, and 


were all within a 12-block 
radius. Steinway Hall and 
The Academy of Music 
were close by.

ASHION’S decree that 

we lengthen our skirts 
last year and shorten them 
this year has sent us all 
into a fine flurry of plain 
and fancy hemming. 

If you have run into dif- 
ficulties with flared skirts 
or uneven lines,.try the 
garment on again, stand 
in front of a full-length 
mirror, and consider the 
following suggestions. 

If the skirt does not hang 
evenly, you must measure 
the hemline again. Rip 
out the old stitches, and 
try the dress on with the 
shoes you intend wearing 
With it. Decide the number 
of inches from the floor 
you wish your dress to be, 
and indicate this distance 
all the way around the 
skirt. You can use a com- 
mercial skirt marker for 
this step, or you can have 
someone do the measuring 
for you with a yardstick. 


Turning the Hem 
PLACE the skirt on a 

table and turn up the 
hem at the new line, pin- 
ning in place as you go 
along. Baste close to this 


‘fold and press on the 


wrong side. 

Trim hem to a width of 
two or three inches, using 
a notched piece of card- 
board as a quick working 
measuring guide. Make 
the hem narrower in width 
on a flared skirt.

machine stitch along the 
folded edge. Trim close to 
stitching and baste to the 
skirt, easing in any full- 
ness. Sew hem down with 
small stitches. 

If your dress is made of 
a fabric which is bulky or 
frays easily, stitch silk or 
rayon tape to the raw edge 
instead of turning it under. 
Hem in place by hand. 

When there is a good 
deal of fullness, gather the 
edge of the hem first, or 
make a series of small 
darts. Then stitch binding 
to edge and hem down. 


Hemming Stitches 
S§ MALL whipping of over- 

cast stitches are used 
for most hems. Slip stitches 
are not as strong, but they 
are invisible. -To make 
them, insert needle in the 
lower thickness of the fold 
of the hem,as shown, and 
run it along for about a 
quarter of an inch. Pull 
through and pick up two 
or three threads of fabric 
with the point of the 
needle. Place needle in fold 
again and repeat process.
